Madam Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1969 
on the health of your District. 


The only infectious disease which occurred to any extent 
was Measles, thirty five cases being notified, compared with 
forty three in 1963. There was one case each of Scarlet Fever 
and Infective Hepatitis and two cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
were notified. 


The Death Rate of the area was 10.2 per thousand compared 
with 11.9 for ingland and wales. Heart disease was the largest 
Single cause of death, followed by vascular lesions of the nervous 
system and cancer in various forms, in that order. 


The Birth Rate was 16.3 per thousand, the same as the figure 
for England and ‘ales. 


The population has, according to the “egistrar General's 
estimate, increased by fifty during the year. 


The Report of the Surveyor and Public Health Inspector is 
printed along with mine and I should like to thank him and all 
the members of the Public Health Staff for their helpful 
co-operation during the year.

The Works at Belton is overloaded and as 1 result a preponderance 
of unsatisfactory samples have been obtained. 


Wilson 


Variable qualities of final effluent have been obtained at this 
Works but the majority have been unsatisfactory. 


The Council's Consultant Engineers are at present investigating the 
degree of efficiency of the Disposal Works at Breedos-on-the-Hill, Belton 
and Wilson with a view to remedying the present unsatisfactory situation. 
Planning restrictions have been imposed at Belton and Breedon-on-the-Hill. 
A new pumping main from the Pumping Station at Hemington is to be laid 
direct to the Castle Donington Sewage Disposal ‘Works to obviate overloading 
of certain main sewers in Castle Donington. It will however be necessary 
in the near future, to consider reinforcing the main sewer in the A.453. 
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Increasing difficulty has been experienced throughout the year in 
certain parts of the district where old main sewers of comparably small 
Size are laid at slack gradients. It has been necessary on several 
occasions to employ specialist contractors to clear silt blockage from 
several such lengths of sewer.

REEUSI COLLECTION AND DISPOSAL. 


A regular collection service has been maintained, with the exception 
of certain periods when defective vehicles or the absence of crews, 
perticularly drivers, due to sickness or other reasons, have interfered 
with normal routine. This is unavoidable where the collection force is 
relatively small and the number of vehicles limited. 


The refuse incinerator h:s continued to prove invaluable in reducing 
the final volume of refuse to be disposed of. All clinker produced at the 
incinerator has been used to raise the ground levels at the Castle Donington 
Sewage Disposal Works. 


Serap motor vehicles are stored on the controlled tip until disposed 
of to metal merchants. 


Tipping space is still severely restricted and it will be necessary in 
the near future to obtain further facilities for the disposal of refuse. 


The question of the disposal of refuse in the county generally, will 
be of importance in any studies to be carried out by the County Planning 
juthority. 


The Council have three 18 cubic yard capacity vehicles and two 5 cubic 


yard capacity trailers. A 35 cubic yard capacity vehicle has been placed 
on order. 
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MHAT (STERILISATION) REGULATIONS, 1969. 


These Regulations came into force on the 1st November, 1969 and they 
require condemned meat from slaughter houses to be sterilised before leaving 
the premises or removed by authorised persons to a place where it can be 
properly processed. The latter arrangement has been made in respect of the 
two licensed slaughter houses in the district. Periodical visits to the 
premises have been made by a Veterinary Officer of the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. 


P2EVENTION OF DAMAGE BY PESTS ACT, 1949. 


The Council's Rodent Operative continued to deal with infestations 
in addition to carrying out routine inspections and treatment of foul and 
surface water sewers throughout the district. During the campaign organised 
by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, The Farmers Union and 
Local Authorities within the County, the Council's Rodent Operative took 
part in a demonstration held at a farm in the Castle Donington area. 
Publicity to the campaign was given through the medium of the press and 
letters to all interested persons. 


In addition to rodent control the Council's Rodent Operative continued 
to treat infestations of insects such as flies, cockroaches and wasps.
